Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  October 
1979  totaled  59.0  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  up  2.0  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  2.9  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  October,  55.5  million  pounds 
of  producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  — 
up  2.9  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  up  1.7  million  pounds  from 
October  1978.   The  percentage  of  producer  milk 
in  Class  I   was  94.11%  in  October  compared  to 
92.30%  the  previous  month  and  96.00%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
October  was  $13.81  per  cwt.  —  up  25  cents  from 
September  1979  and  $1.34  above  October  1978. 

TAi^PA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  41 . 4  million  pounds  of 
milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  October  1979.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  up  3.1  million  pounds 
from  September  and  were  down  1.0  million 
pounds  from  October  1978. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  1  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers  totaled  37.7  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  34.6  million 
pounds  in  September  1979  and  39.3  million 
pounds  during  October  a  year  ago.   Class  I 
milk  was  91.14%  of  the  total  producer  milk 
during  October  compared  to  90.39%  last  month 
and  92.70%  during  October  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  October  milk 
was  $13.88,  an  increase  (Continued  on  page  7) 


Outlook  For  Dairy 


Milk  production  probably  will  remain  well 
above  year-earlier  levels  at  least  through  mid- 
1980.   It  now  appears  likely  that  first-half 
1980  milk  production  will  be  up  about  1  to  1^ 
percent.   Still  favorable  milk-feed  price  re- 
lationships could  result  in  continued  heavy  con- 
centrate feeding  and  a  continuation  of  sizable 
increases  in  output  per  cow.   Conversely, 
slaughter  cow  prices  probably  will  remain  high 
and  exert  pressures  for  continued  declines  in 
cow  numbers. 

Milk  production  later  in  1980  will  depend 
on  the  impact  of  1980  crop  conditions  on  feed 
prices,  the  rate  of  increase  in  other  production 
costs ,  and  the  impact  of  economic  conditions  on 
demand  and  thus  on  milk  prices.   All  considered, 
milk  production  in  1980  is  expected  to  total 
about  1  percent  more  than  the  1979  figure  of 
about  123*2  billion  pounds.   However,  it  is  still 
early,  and  developments  in  economic  conditions , 
weather  conditions,  or  market  forces  could  alter 
this  outlook  in  either  direction. 

During  most  of  this  year,  market  forces  (not 
the  support  price)  were  the  primary  factors  af- 
fecting farm  milk  prices  as  the  higher  milk  output 
was  offset  by  strong  gains  in  commercial  use  and 
the  rebuilding  of  commercial  stocks  from  the  low 
levels  of  late  1978.   The  resulting  tight  supply- 
demand  balance  brought  prices  up  seasonally  dur- 
ing the  summer  and  early  fall.   Farmers  received 
an  average  $12.30  per  100  pounds  of  milk  in  Sep- 
tember, up  13  percent  from  a  year  earlier  and  up 
7  percent  from  the  spring  low.   Manufacturing 
grade  milk  prices  (adjusted  for  fat  test)  in  Sep- 
tember were  67  cents  above  the  support  price  for 
April-September,  and  only  6  cents  below  the  sup- 
port price  which  became  effective  on  October  1.

OCTOBER  MILK  PRODUCTION 
3  PERCENT  FROM  PREVIOUS  YEAR 


October  milk  production  totaled 
10.1  billion  pounds,  up  3  percent 
from  October  1978.   Accumulated  pro- 
duction for  the  first  10  months  of 
1979  was  104  billion  pounds,  1  percent 
above  the  same  period  last  year,  and 
fractionally  above  the  same  period  in 
1977. 

Production  per  cow  averaged  937 
pounds,  30  pounds  above  a  year  earlier 
and  36  pounds  above  October  1977. 

Total  milk  cows  averaged  10.8 
million  for  October,  down  1  percent 
from  last  year  and  2  percent  from 
October  1977.

probably  will  average  about  14 

percent  higher  than  in  1978. 
These  higher  prices  and  larger 
marketings  likely  will  push  cash 
receipts  from  dairying  past 
$14^5  billion,  up  from  $12.7 
billion  in  1978. 

In  early  1980,  milk  prices 
will  ease  seasonally  as  the  in- 
creased production,  relatively 
high  level  of  commercial  stocks 
at  the  start  of  the  year,  and 
weakening  demand  push  prices 
down  to  the  support  level  ear- 
lier than  in  1979. 

If  1980  milk  output  and 
commercial  use  develop  as  ex- 
pected, purchases  under  the 
price  support  program  could  be 
substantially  above  this  year's 
small  totals,  and  manufacturing 
grade  milk  prices  would  average 
much  closer  to  the  support 
level  in  the  coming  year.   Farm 
prices  of  all  milk  probably  will 
average  9  to  11  percent  higher 
than  in  1979,  with  the  largest 
gains  during  the  second  half.   A 
substantial  year-to-year  rise  is 
assured  by  the  higher  support 
prices  (which  must  be  adjusted 
on  April  1)  but  potential  fur- 
ther price  increases  will  be  lim- 
ited by  large  USDA  stocks  of 
butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk  and 
the  current  105  percent  sell-back 
policy.   Even  with  the  expected 
higher  prices,  increases  in 
dairymen's  returns  over  concen- 
trate costs  probably  will  be 
smaller  than  in  1979  but  still 
should  cover  rises  in  other  costs . 

Sales  of  dairy  products  next 
year  should  be  at  or  near  1979 
levels,  but  somewhat  below  the 
trend  increase  of  about  1  percent. 
However,  sales  could  be  greater 
if  the  impacts  of  the  expected  re- 
cession are  less  severe  than  now 
anticipated,  or  if  meat  supplies 
are  below  expectations.

Farm  Costs  and  Prices* 

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  5  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  2  POINTS 

The  October  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased 
5  points  (2  percent)  to  236  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  decrease  since  September  were  lower  prices  for  cattle,  hogs, 
soybeans,  corn,  broilers  and  calves.   Higher  prices  for  oranges, 
milk,  grapefruit  and  wheat  were  partially  offsetting.   The  index 
was  18  points  (8  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  mid-October  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities 
and  Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  256,  up  2 
points  (.8  percent)  from  mid-September.   Higher  prices  for  fuel  and 
energy,  fertilizer,  motor  supplies  and  building  materials  more  than 
offset  the  lower  prices  paid  for  feeder  pigs  and  used  cars  and 
trucks.   The  index  was  32  points  (14  percent)  above  the  same  month 
last  year. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  92 
for  the  month  October  1979.   The  ratio  was  down  3  points  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  5  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  63.5  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  October  1979. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month, 
receipts  of  producer  milk  were  up 
2.9  million  pounds  and  0.9  million 
pounds  below  October  1979. 

In  the  October  equalization 
pool,  59.6  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  up  A. 6  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was  1.0 
million  pounds  below  October  1978. 
Class  I  milk  was  93.92Z  of  the  total 
during  October  compared  to  90.76% 
the  previous  month  and  94.09% 
during  October  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  October 
milk  was  $14.07  per  cwt.   The 
uniform  price  was  up  28  cents  from 
September  and  was  $1.34  above 
October  1978. 

PRODUCER  SUmARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  434  producers  delivered 
163.9  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
474  producers  and  155.8  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month 
and  414  producers  and  162.9 
million  pounds  during  October  1978. 
Producer  milk  deliveries  in 
October  were  up  5.2%  from 
September  and  were  0.6%  above 
October  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery 
per  producer  was  11,752  pounds 
per  day  for  all  producers  de- 
livering to  plants  under  Federal 
Orders  6,  12,  and  13.   The  average 
daily  delivery  per  producer  was 
9,641  pounds  under  Order  No.  6, 
9,844  pounds  under  Order  No.  12, 
and  17,536  pounds  under  Order 
No.  13
